a STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

To the inhabitants of the Town or Woifeboro 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster 
Memorial Hall in said Town on the second Tuesday of 
March next at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 

ARTICE 1. To choose a Town-clerk for the 
ensuing year, one Selectman for three years, two 
Auditors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Prosecuting 
Liquor Agent and. Constable for the ensuing 
year, one Library Trustee and one Trustee of Trust 
Funds for three years. . 

ARTICLE 2. To bring in your votes for the 
‘election of the Delegates-at-large, Alternate Dele- 
gates-at-large, District Delegates and Alternate Dis- 
trict Delegates to the National Conventions of the 
Democratic and Republican parties, to be held for the 
purpose of nominating party candidates for President 
and Vice-President of the United States. 

ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to 
take advantage of the provision of the act passed at 
the 1927 Session of the Legislature and authorize the 
Selectmen to employ a Town Manager to take office 
on or before June lst, 1928; and to pass any vote re- 
lating to the salary of any town officer affected by the 
adoption of this article. 

ARTICLE 4. To elect one or more highway 
agents. 

ARTICLE 5. To choose all other necessary 
town officers and agents. 

ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for repairs of 
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highways and bridges in addition to that required 
by law. 

ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the re- 
demption of Town Bonds. 

ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay each 
Fireman, legally returned, for the year 1928, in addi- 
tion to that required by law. 

ARTICLE 9. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the Town 
Library in addition to that required by law. 

ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay Harri- 
man Post No. 18 to defray expenses of Memorial Day, 
May 30, 1928. 

ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for Town Ex- 
penses for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will author- 
ize the Selectmen to hire a sum of money necessary to 
pay Town Expenses in anticipation of taxes for 1928. 

ARTICLE 13. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to aid and 
assist the Huggins Hospital. 

ARTICLE 14. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the free 
Public Band Concerts for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred (200) 
dollars for the maintenance of a public toilet. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand (1000) 
dollars to assist the Wolfeboro Chapter, American Red 
Cross in the continuing of its District Nursing Service. 
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ARTICLE 17. To see what action the Town 
will take in further improving Sewell Road and raise 
and appropriate money for same. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to 
lay out a new road beginning opposite the Higgons 
property of E. J. Bartlett on Sewell Road and run 
northerly to Sewell Road near the property of Oscar 
York and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of four hundred (400) 
dollars for the suppression of the White Pine Blister 
Rust the State to furnish the sum of one hundred 
(100) dollars. (By request of State Forester). 

ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand (2000) 
dollars to secure a like sum from the State for the 
maintenance of State Aid Roads in said Town. 

ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to 
instruct the Selectmen to appoint an Inspector of 
Buildings and prescribe his duties and fix his compen- 
sation and authorize the Selectmen to prescribe regu- 
lations for the construction and maintenance of all 
buildings hereafter erected as provided in Public laws 
of New Hampshire, Chapter 147, Sections 16 to 20. 
(By request). 

ARTICLE 22. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of four thousand (4000) 
dollars to secure a like sum from the State for the 
maintenance of Trunk Line Roads in said Town. 

ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand (1000) 
dollars to finish the Green Street Sewer. 

ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred (500) 
dollars to build a septic tank on Factory Street. 
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—— 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum ot two hundred (200) 
dollars for the care and preservation of its shade trees. 


ARTICLE 26. To see what action the Town 
will take relative to its lot on Factory Street extend- 
ing from Factory Street to the rear of Pickering 
School Lot. 

ARTICLE 27. To see what action the Town 
will take regarding the salary of the Supt. of Water 
Works and Collector of Taxes. 

ARTICLE 28. To authorize the Selectmen to 
clear the street leading from Main Street by the east- 
erly end of Peavey Block to the town landing of all 
and any obstructions of every nature. And also to 
keep the town wharves free and clear of all obstruc- 
‘tions except legtimate freight in transportation. (By 
petition). 

ARTICLE 29. To see what sum of morey the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the im- 
provement of Forest Road. 

ARTICLE 30. To transact any other business 
that may legally come before said meeting.
